We  believe  thai  nun  will  l>o  punished  for  their  own  -in-,  end  not 
for  Adam's  transgressions. 

We  believe  that  through  the  stonement  of  Christ  all  mankind  may 
be  saved,  by  obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Co.pi-i. 

We  believe  that  these  ordinances  are: — 1st,  Faith  in  the  Lord 
Jestfs  Christ  2nd,  Repentance,  ord,  Baptism  by  immersion  for  the 
remission  of  sins.  -1th,  Laying  on  of  hands  tot  tin-  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.     5th,  The  Lord's  Supper. 

We  believe  that  men  must  ho  called  of  God  by  Inspiration,  and  by 
laying  on  of  hands  by  those  who  arc  duly  commissioned  to  preach  the 
Gospel  and  administer  in  the  ordinances  thereof.

1. — "Men  punished  for  their  own  sins." — Prov.  xxiv.  12.  Rom.  ii.  G. 
2  Cor.  v.  10.    Rev.  xx.  12,  13.    Original  sin  not  mentioned. 

2. — "Principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ." — Heb.  vi.  1,  2.  After  genuine 
Faith  and  Repentance,  (without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  please 
God,)  follows  the  ordinance  of  Baptism,  by  immersion  in  water. — 
Rom.  vi.  3,  5.  Coll.  ii.  12.  Baptism  is  for  remission  of  (actual) 
sin. — Acts  xxiL  16.  Rom.  vi.  6  to  12.  Baptism  is  a  saving  ordi- 
nance.— 1  Peter  iii.  "\.  Mark  xvi.  15,  16.  Baptism  is  not  for 
Infants;  they  cannot  be  taught,  or  believe  in  the  deatb,  resurrection, 
or  complete  atonement  of  Christ,  and  without  this  it  would  not  avail. — 
Matt.xxviii.  19,20.  Sprinkling  is  not  sanctioned  by  Scripture,  therefore 
Children  should  be  blessed. — Luke  xviii.  15,  IG.    Mark  x.  14,  l.r>,  ]G. 

3. — "Laying  on  of  hands." — Acts  viii.  14,  17.  Acts  xix.  1,  G.  For  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  'the  Comforter,'  that  Spirit  which  leads  and 
guides  into  all  truth,  oh  !  how  much  it  is  needed  among  men. 

4. — "Desire  spiritual  gifts." — 1  Corinth,  xii.  xiii.  xiv.    Mark  xvi.  17. 

5. — "  Prepare  for  the  Second  Coming  of  Christ,  and  seek  for  a  part  with 
the  blessed  and  holy  in  the  first  resurrection." — 2  Thes.  i.  7,  8,  1 1  . 
Rev.  xx. 

6. — "  Abide  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ." — 2  John,  9th  verse,  no  other 
Gospel.— Gal.  i,  8  to  10.    Acts  ii,  38,  39.

Are  not  the 
hearts  of  men  "failing  them  for  fear  and  for  looking  after  those 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth  ?"  And  while  many  run  to  and 
fro,  withithi  Saints  knowledge  is  increased,  not  opinions!
